Chamber of Commerce. tl)e law al-.

quires only one hour of study each 
month.

official. "For example, in one com- 
munity where children had formerly 
scattered waste pap=r on 4C streets, 
.the nuisance has been entirely,oblit- 
erated through the teachings, in the 
; schoolrooms, that this constitutes a 
Ifire harard. 
This gave' the-..local 
dumber of Commerce a new iricen- 
;tive and the result has been an actual 
'reduction in the number of fires.

;fire prevention in the schools:of the 
other States is spreading rapidly, ac- 
cording to reports coming ' to the 
headquarters of • he National Asso- 
ciation of Credit Men,-who are lead- 
ing the campaign.
